LYNCDBtmo, VA , June 30 —Another 


account of the accident on the Mid- 
land Boad says that when about two 
miles north of Lynchburg on a heavy 
down grade, the engineer finding the 
speed ot the train too great shot off the 
steam 
and 
applied tbe 
air-brakes. 


To his enrprise there was no diminution 
of the train's speed, and be realized that 
some defect had occurred In thebratea. 
The rapid motion Increased, and during 
the run 
to 
the river, nearly two 


miles, the 
train 
swept 
along 
at 


the rate of more than 
a 
mile a 


minute. The passengers became alarmed, 
but none were prepared for tbe thrilling 
episode which was so soon to follow. 
Dpoo reacting the bridge, the engine, 
tender and baggage-car kept the track, 
but tbe smoker swayed so that it struck 
the 
girders, throwing 
it from the 


track and causing the cars follow- 
ing to do the same 
The tracks of 


the smoker tore the ties away for 
more than a hundred feet, and when 
tbe sleepers reached the plaqe, they 
went crashing through into the river The 
water Into whteb the cars plunged waa tea 
feet deep, and the terrified passengers 
were of course Imprisoned like dogs in a 
pound Their stifled screams tor aJd were 
pitiable, but there scorned little hope for 
their rescue. Conductor Wm. King was
